A report of the survey of the New, 
Territory froth 1899 to 1904 appears irr the 


seen that the whole-of Néw Kowloon ; the 
whole of the Oslong District, with the 
oxception.of Tai Iam Chung sub-district ; 
the whole of Sheang U District, oxcepting 
Bap Wo subdistrict; the Luk Yeuk 
District and tha sub-districta Wo Hang, 
Ha Po, Lin Ma Hing of the Sha Tu Kok 
District, were’ traversed up to Juno 1900, 
The total amount of chaining waa 27,480, 
85 chains, or 343,51 linear miles, Up to 
November 1900 tho following districts wero 
covered :—sub-disiticts Luk Keng, Kuk 
Po, Nam Yeuk snd Hing Chun of the Sha 
Tau Kok District ;aub-districts Kau Yeuk, 
and Hap Wo of tho Kau Lung District ; 
the whiole. of the Tung Hoi District ; 
portions of Lan dsland, nent Ting 
Chung and Mui and alt the cultivated 
islands in Mire Bays. The chaining 
amounted to 32,8. 52 chaine, or 410,68 
mailes. 

The cadastral staf commenced work on 
November 1899 and by the end of the firet 
scasen New Kowloon ; sub-districs Tung 
Ku Tau, Tan Men, Ha Tsun, Pingshan, 
Shap Pat Heung, Kata Tix and Pat Heung 
of the Ung Long District; sub-districts 
San Tin, Hf Yook, Fan Ling, Sheong 
Shiu and e portion of Lung Yeuk Tau of 
the Sheung U ‘District; the Luk Youk 
District. and sub-dstricts Wo Hang, Lui 
Ms Hang and Ha Po of the Sha Tau Kok 
district had been surveyed. The ores 
surveyed amounted to 35,257.77 acrea.
